A correspondent of the London A Ihenanim 


writes from Jerusalem!!, July ^4 : 


The excavations i;i search of antiquities 


in Moab have proved surprisingly success- 
ful. 
About six hundred objects, iu earthen- 


ware jars, lamps, figures of men and ani- 
mals, inscribed slabs, &c., have been safely 
lodged in Jerusalem. 
Many of these are of 


the highest interest. 
One of the most strik- 


ing i.s the figure of a calf, nearly life-size, 
in a sitting posture, and with a bole in tlie 
back, apparently to burn incense iu. There 
is no inscription upon this figure, but an- 
other calf's head, of smaller si^c, is placed 
upright upon an earthen disc, which has 
some letters inscribed upon it. The jars are 
of large size nud somewhat rude construc- 
tion, and 
JU'e principally valuable for the 


writing with which they are covered. 


The character5* are. in some instances, 


stamped (some stamps in earthenware have 
been found), in others engraved with a 
sharp instrument. whiLst a third kind is in 
strong relief, suid may have been moulded, 
or, as appears to be the case with one of the 
lamps, tirst formed iji wet clay, and then 
-stuck on. It seems also that some of these 
rinsed characters havo been formed bv 
scraping away the surrounding clay—a work 
requiring much skill and patience where Ihc 
inscription is copious and the character 
crowded. The letters arc chictly Phoeni- 
cian; other.* resemble "Nabathean." and 
others again are of forms not previously 
know n here. 


The human figures arc very numerous. 


Some are surmised to represent Moloch, 
having a cavity in the capacious abdomen, 
and a hollow space, perhaps for tire, under- 
neath, liut the most remarkable, and in 
some respects the most interesting, of these 
aiiti^xics, are the Phallic emblems. Sonic of 
these arc of very unmistakable character. 


It is, perhaps, fortunate, iu so far as the 


reco\ery of these valuable antiquities is con- 
cerned, ihat the Amcricin Exploring Ftpe- 
dihou has been delayed, it being certain J 
that no such party, however sinrtil and

trading the attention and 
exciting tho

cupidity of tho Shoikhs. and putting a stop j 
to all useful seartli for inscriptions, *fcc.

is reported that there are at present nearly 
a hundred Arabs employed in digging for 
antiquities. 
Each man works upon his own 
' 


account, and is paid only for what he iiiids 


already. There are three or four churches 
in this city which for noble architecture can 
not be surpassed in France, if, indeod, they 
can be rivaled in any European city. While 
gazing on them, one after the other, I re- 
membered the story that once when the 
poet Heine was standing with a friend be- 
fore the Cathedral of Rheims, his friend 
asked, "Why cannot such churches be 
built now T' He said, "That Cathedral was 
built by an age of convictions; ours is an 
age of opinions." Had he seen the churches 
of St. Pierre and St. Etieimc in Caen, Heine 
might have added that the age of opinions 
can uot even preserve the monuments of 
dead convictions. 


In one respect the Presbyterian influence 


of this region has by no means imitated the 
Protestants of most other countries. They 
know nothing here of the Sabbath, except us 
a day of recreation. On Sunday all the 
shops are open as usual, and some of the 
smaller trades .seem to be somewhat livelier 
than usual. It is a great day for the ped- 
dlers, who may be seen with their open 
wagons of made-up dry goods—stockings, 
shirts, laees, &e.—in the streets of the ad- 
jacent villages to which they ply from Caen. 
They are surrounded by chatting and chaf- 
fering villagers, who seem very merry, but 
are not so picturesque as I expected in their 
costumes.

are decidedly graceful and pretty. At nn 
early age they seem to become haggu'-d from 
too much toil. 
Tho shops close up for a lit- 


tle time during Sunday morning, piobably 
because the people wish to go to e1iure.li, 
but in the afternoon they are in full blast 
again. The bathing shores, by the way, are 
particularly lively on Sunday, that being the 
day for cheap excursions from the inland 
towns. The baigneurs and other attendants 
at the bathing machines have no rest at all, 
so great are tlie crowds that wish a plunge 
into tho sea. I almost think there is some- 
thing sacred and baptismal in the proceed- 
ing in Normandy 
UM in Russia, where no 


peasant will enter a church unless ho or she 
has bathed and gone under water ou Satur- 
day night or Sunday morning. 


The municipal authorities at Nuremberg 


have refused to christen any streets in tho 
city by names of victorious battles, as they 
consider such designations iu very bad taste 
and etmdem them as indications of Chau- 
vinism.

ly like its own that ttiu careless newspaper 
buyer cannot tell one paper from the other.

LUZEKNK, SWITZERLAND, Aug. 3, 1872. 


Having taken passage on board the Cu- 


nard steamer Cuba for Paris, via Liverpool, 
we were tugged out from tbe dock into the 
bay at New York, July 10th, at nine o'clock 
in the morning. It was a bright, beautiful 
day, and consequently the pf aseugera, num- 
bering 144, first cabin, were m good spirits, 
all anticipating a pleasant voyage. 
After 


the tug east UB off, and having taken a pilot 
on, tbe engine was started, and we steamed 
down tho bay. At eleven o'clock we had 
lunch, at which all put in an appearance. 
At four dinner was announced, but there 
were a number of vacant seats, the rolling 
of the veasel seeming to cause a nausea and 
upheaval of the lunch, and an apparent in- 
disposition to waste good food. I pre- 
sume our voyage 
waa 
but a repeti- 


tion of 
all 
others, except 
that 
we 
had no rough weather. I waa not sick a 
moment, and never allowed an opportunity 
pass for taking my allowance live times a 
day, viz.: Breakfaat at 8.30, lunch at V> 
dinner at 4, tea at 7.30, and supper from 9.30 
to 10.30. The sixth day out we passed a 
large number of whales. 
I should judge 


there were twenty to thirty, blowing and 
spouting in every direction from the vessel, 
and some so near that we oould almost 
throw a atone on to them. They do not 
look so very formidable in the ocean, but I 
should not like to meet one sailing down 
Oil Creek. On the morning of the ninth 
day we sighted 
the 
Irish coast, and 


jeteamcd along within a mile of shore for 
seventy miles before arriving at Queens- 
town which lies at the mouth of Cork 
harbor. The first fifty miles of Ireland we 
passed was a very rough, rugged, rocky, 
coast, without a tree or abrub, but every 
spot, even if not more than half an acre, 
was cultivated, 
the little patches of 


potatoes and grain were plainly visible, 
with etoue fences running in every direc- 
tion; but, as we 
approached Queens- 


town, we 
began to see little villages 


and 
country 
seats, 
surrounded 
oy 
trees and shrubbery, and the face of tbe 
country wore a much more cultivated ap- 
pearance : in fact, it was handsome. At ten 
minutes before o'clock in the afternoon, 
July 18th, our engine was stopped tor tbe 
first time ainco leaving New York harbor, 
and a small steamer came out and took off 
the passengers for Ireland and the mails. 
At twenty minutes past four we started for 
Liverpool, whore we arrived next morning 
ut eleven o'clock. It being high tide, we 
steamed directly into tbe dock, where, after 
having our baggage examined, which la 
more in name than in tact, we disembarked, 
having made the trip iu ten days and two 
hours. Tbe docks of Liverpool are wonder- 
ful, 
built of massive out stone j and, as the 


tide rises here from twenty-three to twenty- 
aeveu feet, they arc of great height and upon 
a stupendous seale, tioyering over two hun- 
dred acres with over tit'teen miles of quays, 
filled with shipping from every part of tho 
world, judging from 
tho dags. 
I saw 


nothing 
ot 
the 
city 
of 
Liverpool 
further than to go to tbe Washington 
Hotel 
and 
get 
a 
good 
dinner. Wo 


took a tram for London at 4 o'clock in tho 
afternoon, wThore we. arrived at quarter-past 
nine. The distance is :£J8 miles. The road 
passes through a most lovely country, under 
the highest state of cultivation ; iu fact, it 
is like a garden—no fences, but the farms are 
divided Irom each other by hedges—uostone 
piles or stumps, and the grass lands are like 
luwiis. Occasionally we passed tbe country 
seat of Home nobleman or gentleman, and, 
surrounded by trees and parks, as they are, 
makes this iu fact what it is in name, the 
most lovely portion of Great Britain. 
At 


7:40 a. m., Sunday, July ~2\, we took the train 
at Charing-CroBS for Dover, thenco by Calais 
for Paris. At Calais we got the first view 
of aud encountered our lirst foreigners. A 
Ion" pier runs out into the channel nearly 
halt a mile, H rendezvous for cabs, bathers, 
pickpockets, loafers, et id vmne yenns. There 
you will bear almost every known language 
spoken, and beiore I had been on shore ten 
minutes 1 encountered French, Germans, 
Italians aud Spaniards, with a sprinkling of 
English. We took dinner and left for Paris 
at half-past twelve, where we arrived at six 
o'clock iu the evening. There is no system 
of checking baggage m this country, such as 
we have in America, but yon can have it reg- 
istered, say in London for Paris, in this way; 
A number!'say '• 88," is pasted on your trunk, 
and you are given a corresponding number. 
When you arrive at Paris, your baggage 
goes through another examination, similar 
to that at Liverpool ; but as iu the latter 
place, it is more in name than fact. Tbe 
orticer asks you have you any whisky or 
cigars. If you answer in the negative, be 
will eay "all right," when vou present your 
number and say to which hotel you are 
going, when a lotlway porter shoulders your 
brunk and walks ont of tbe depot to a cab 
stands outside, bands tbe trunk to cabby, 
giving tbe name of the hotel to which you 
are going, and opens -the door very politely, 
at the same time taking off his cap to you, 
for all of which you are expected to uive 
him half a franc (ten cents). I stopped at 
tbe Hotel Chatham, where I found letters 
advising 
me that niy 
family 
were in 


Luzcrue. 
I also found a letter from 


Dr. Moody. He is now in England, and ex- 
pects to sail for America in September, ear- 
lier than he first intended, owing to the ill- 
ness of his brother's wife. He intends to 
reach Titusville the 3aet of October. I stay- 
ed in Paris one day, aa I did not like to pass 
through without seeing a little of it. Every- 
body wbo has been there, or passed through, 
has nad something to eay ot it, therefore I 
will say nothing of my impreeeions of it, 
further than that I think a person might en- 
dure it for almost any length of time, I 
took the train on Monday evening for this 
city, where, I arrived the next afternoon at 
two o'clock, and found my family all well. 
They had arrived here the duy before from 
Wie'sbadeu, one of tho principal watering 
places of Germany. Sam arrived here from 
Venice iho same day I did. He had been 
making a tour through Italy with his teach- 
er and the other boys of the school Ue is at- 
tending

Geneva.

of Lake Luzcrne, and upon both banks of 
the River lieuss. It is still surrounded by 
its old wall ou the laud side. The whole sur- 
rounding scenery is most equisitely beautiful 
and grand. Ae 1 look from tbe window of 
mv room, directly in front is tbe lake, hero 
about half ft mile wide. A little to tbe right 
is Mount Pilate, which rises in a rugged aud 
imposing masa seven thousand feet, the 
lower slopes covered with beautiful mead- 
ows, interspersed with fields of grain aud 
occasional pieces of woods, whilst the upper 
portion is rugged aud* broken. Directly in 
front is TittMs, 9,970 feet in height, covered 
with enow apparently one hundred feet in 
depth. To the left is the Rhigi, aix thou- 
sand feet in height. The \vholo country be- 
tween tbe different mountains, and also upon 
their sloping sides, cultivated in the highest 
degree as far up as they are susceptible 
of cultivation, aud no part of tbe conn- 
try is allowed to lie idle; every part of 
the land, like every individual,being expect- 
ed to contribute its quota to tho general 
fund. A railway runs from the lake to 
nearly the top of the Rhigi, the exact height 
of which is 5,1)05 feet above the sea, aud 4,472 
above the lake. It is an ordinary gauge road: 
between the rails rune a third rail provided 
with teeth, on which, a cog-wheel under the 
locomotive works each poasenger oar, carries 
nfty-fonr persons and is pushed up by tho 
locomotive, each passenger car having a loco- 
motive attached : aud the speed ia regulated 
by some sort of an air-brake. The entire 
length of tbe road is three and two-thirds 
miles, and rises in that distance a trifle over 
four thousand feet, or a trifle more than one 
foot in five; a portion of tbe way it is one 
foot in lour. When we first started to make 
tbe ascent. I felt a little nervous, as riding 
up the side of a mountain in a railway car- 
riage was to mo a novel entertainment, and 
I could but think that the breeching might 
break; and, if it did, the time given in 
which to say our prayers would be very 
brief; but we went safely to the end of the 
road, and took "Walkers" line for the last, 
half mile, ascending in that distance nearly 
five hundred feet. When we reached the 
summit a most magnificent panoramic view 
lav before us, embracing, it is said, a cir- 
cumference of over three hundred miles. 
Upon one side is a chain 120 miles in length 
of the snowclad Alps. Upon many im- 
mense glaciers are plainly visible to the 
naked eye. Thirteen lakes are visible, in- 
cluding Lakes Lug and Liizerne, the latter 
twisting'' and turning in such a variety 
of directions as almost to bewilder the 
eye, 
approaching so close to the 
foot 


of the mountain that it seems as if a 
stone could be thrown into it; and, as wo 
stood, a steamer passed along, skirting tbe 
shore nearly a mile below us, and almost 
under our tiset. Toward the north tbe en- 
tiro Lake of Zug is visible, with tbe bouses 
of the cantons of Arth, Zug ami Cham to 
the left of the lake. Midway between Im- 
mensee and Kussnneht is Toll's chapel, 
where he shot G easier; while more to tbe 
west is Lu/ernc, with its towers and battle- 
ments at the head of the bay. Beyond Lu- 
zerue we have a view of the whole canton, 
with tbe Euimeu and Reuss meandering 
through it like, threads of silver glistening 
in the aim, while m the distance are a num- 
ber of small lakes, skirted by the railway to 
Bale; altogether the most enchanting view I 
ever looked npon.

flowing, and such a variety — English, 
plenty ; Americans, many ; Germans and 
French in unlimited numbers, and with a 
filling in of Russians, Italians, ate., &c. But 
of all the people I have met yet, (foreign, I 
mean) I like the Germans beet. A French- 
man studies politeness, but a German ia 
born polite; he never forgets his manners. 
I have met many with whom my family are 
acquainted, from Dresden, and the same 
affability characterizes them all. They al- 
ways touch' their bat to you, and when ad- 
dresaing a lady upon the street, stand un- 
covered, and it is so from the oldest to the 
youngest. 
The hotels of this country are truly Euro- 


pean. You pay so much for apartments, 
everything you have is charged for. They 
f 


ive you for breakfast, bread, butter and 
ouey, with tea, coffee or chocolate. Lunch, 


cold meats, bread and butter. Table d'hote 
you have as much variety as at a first-class 
hotel at home. Nothing is ever put upon 
the table, but each course ia served by itself. 
First, soup, then flak ; next, generally roast 
beef garnished with some sort of vegetable ; 
next, vegetables of some kind, then invaria- 
bly roast chicken and salad j then pudding, 
then some sort of dessert, with nuts, raisins, 
tigs, cakes, <fce. Your plates are alway-s 
changed after each course — the whole, coot- 
ing at a first-class hotel, about two dollars a 
day. 


The great expense of travel in this coun- 


try is your baggage. In Switzerland you 
are allowed twenty pounds ; for all over 
that weight yon are charged extra, and, if a 
person has much baggage, it costs as much 
aa for your ticket. Consequently people 
learn to travel here with very little baggage. 
There are no idlers or beggars in Switier- 
laud. 
Everybody 
works; frugality 
and 


economy is the rule. The roads everywhere 
are macadamized, and with a good team 
twelve miles 
an 
hour 
are aa easily 


made aa six at 
home. 
The 
face of 


the 
country 
is 
everywhere 
roll- 


ing ; 
the 
products 
are 
very 
much 


the same as with us. For fruits they have 
cherries, plums, pears, nectarines, apples 
and grapes. Wine is as common and plcuty 
as cider ia with us, and costs from one to 
eight tranca a bottle — the latter price for 
champagne. Claret wines, from two to five 
francs ; you get a very good white sour 
wine for two francs, consequently everybody 
rtrinkir wine. They have a drink called 
"Kirclierwasser," made from cherries,which, 
if a person wants something stronger than 
wine, is a substitute for brandy, and fully 
as strong. 


The manufactures of this country are lace, 


of which you everywhere see most exquisite 
patterns ; wood carvings, of the greatest 
variety, and many things very handsome, 
auch as clocks, jewel eases, dining-room or- 
naments, etc., watches and jewelry of the 
most elegant patterns and an endless 
variety. 


As I have, spun this letter ont longer than 


I intended, will reserve something for another 
rainy day. We leave Lore to-morrow for 
Interlaehen, Tlmn and Berne, thence by way 
of Lausanne for Vevay, Moutreau, Geneva, 
and shall finally bring up at Florence, whore 
my family will spend the coming winter, ex- 
cept tbe two younger ones, who will be in 
school, one at \evay, on Lake Geneva, and 
the other at Paris.

HIGH PRICE of 
IKON IN ENGLAND.—The 


high price of iron in England would upon a 
Hiipertk-ial view lead one to suppose that tbe 
price of coal bad regulated the iron market, 
and that the iron market had in turn exer- 
cised a potent influence on the priec of other 
articles. To a certain extent this is really 
true, but it does not state tho whole truth. 
For it would bo almost its correct a history 
of the situation to say that this prosperity of 
Great Britain and the countries with which 
it trades has led to a large increase in tbe 
consumption of iron, which made the de- 
mauds on the coal mines greater, advanced 
tbe price of fuel, and made tbe production 
of iron more expensive. In this way we 
put back the expensive demand for iron 
itself. In point of fact, the various causes 
of tbe improvement are so inextricably in- 
terwoven that it is most difficult to ascribe 
the movement to auy chief cause.
